INDEPENDENT AUDITOR'S REPORT 


To the Members of 

the Board of Selectmen 
Town of Troy 
Troy, New Hampshire 


We have audited the accompanying general purpose financial statements of the 
Town of Troy and the combining and individual fund financial statements of the 
Town of Troy as of and for the year ended December 31, 1988, as listed in the 
table of contents. These financial statements are the responsibility of the 
Town of Troy's management. Our responsibility is to express an opinion on 
these financial statements based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing 
standards. Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to 
obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements are free of 
material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence 
supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial statements. An audit 
also includes assessing the accounting principles used and significant 
estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall financial 


‘statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis 


for our opinion. 


As described in Note 1C, the general purpose financial statements referred to 
above do not include the General Fixed Asset Group of Accounts, which should 
be included to conform with generally accepted accounting principles. The 
amount that should be recorded in the General Fixed Asset Account Group is not 
known. 


In our opinion, except that omission of the General Fixed Asset Group of 
Accounts results in an incomplete presentation, as explained in the above 
paragraph, the general purpose financial statements referred to above present 
fairly, in all material respects, the financial position of the Town of Troy 
at December 31, 1988, and the results of its operations and the changes in 
financial position of its nonexpendable trust funds for the year then ended, 
in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles. Also, in our 
opinion, the combining and individual fund financial statements referred to 
above present fairly, in all material respects, the financial position of each 
of the individual funds of the Town of Troy at December 31, 1988, and the 
results of operations of such funds and the changes in financial position of 
nonexpendable trust funds for the year then ended, in conformity with 


generally accepted accounting principles.

Dear Members of the Board: 


We have audited the financial statements of the Town of Troy for the year 
ended December 31, 1988 and have issued our report thereon dated April 15, 
1989. In connection with our audit, we reviewed and tested the Town's systems 
of internal accounting control and operating procedures to the extent we 
considered necessary to evaluate the systems as required by generally accepted 
auditing standards. The purpose of our review of these systems was not to 
express an opinion on internal accounting control, and it would not 
necessarily disclose all weaknesses in the system. 


Typically, a report of this type places a greater emphasis on findings of a 
critical nature and therefore often fails to recognize the positive aspects of 
the Town's accounting systems and procedures. To put our comments and 
recommendations in proper perspective, it should be noted that the weaknesses 
observed are not necessarily the result of poor management or reflective of 
any individuals abilities or integrity. Oftentimes, they are due to factors 
outside the control of the Town's personnel, such as organizational 
restrictions, budgetary limitations, or inadequate financial management 
systems. Our comments are intended to be constructive in highlighting those 
areas where we feel that opportunities for improvements exist. 


The following paragraphs present our comments and recommendations for 
improving those aspects of the Town's systems and procedures that were 
identified by our audit. We also refer you to the Appendix to this letter 
which explains the purpose of our review, its limitations, and the 
professional standards involved. 


DEVELOPMENT OF ACCOUNTING SYSTEMS AND PROCEDURES 
Records 


At the present time, the Town's accounting system is very basic. Except for 
subsidiary tax records which are computerized, accounting records are kept 
manually in single entry cash receipt and disbursement journals. While 
adequate, the system requires more time for record-keeping as compared to 
other systems. It is very limited in terms of its ability to process large 
quantities of transactions efficiently; it lacks the flexibility to support

the needed expanded chart of accounts; and it requires greater oversight to 
maintain the accuracy of accounting information. As a result, financial 
reporting capabilities are limited and the reporting process is inefficient. 


The Town may wish to consider more efficient alternatives, such as a one-write 
bookkeeping system or additional computerized applications. Each of these 
approaches would provide the Town with opportunities for expanding the chart 
of accounts and reducing the number of manual steps required in the 
bookkeeping process. This would also reduce the chance for errors to be made. 


Procedures 


In connection with systems development, we also recommend that accounting 
policies and procedures be documented and applied consistently to all records. 
A formal record would serve to document management's intent, as well as aid in 
the training of personnel. Typical contents would include: 


Le An organizational chart and job description for each bookkeeping function 
he A description of all departments’ bookkeeping records 

aa A detailed chart of accounts and description 

4. A listing of, and procedure for preparing, regular financial reports 

5. A policy statement regarding document filing and records retention 


6. A description of accounting checks and proofs to be performed regularly, 
and accounting procedures for all recurring types of financial 
transactions 


Any modification or development of procedures should be made in conjunction 
with a formal management plan for the operations of the Town. Implementation 
of systems without an overall strategy, developed and agreed to by responsible 
individuals, could result in both inadequate systems and inappropriate use of 
Town resources. 


Personnel 


At least two people should be trained in the performance of all key accounting 
functions. In addition, a proper oversight of the system is necessary in 
order to maintain the accuracy of financial reports and the overall efficiency 


of the system. 


During the course of our audit, we experienced circumstances where a single 
individual was solely relied upon for some aspect of the Town's financial 
management or accounting systems. For example, although normal for a small 
organization, due to limited resources, activities and the need for personnel, 
the individuals available to assist us during the course of our audit could

not locate files for the Town's budgets and EPA grants. Also, the Treasurer 
was uncertain as to the nature of cash accounts that later were determined to 
be memorial donations. As a result of these inefficiencies, our audit costs 
exceeded anticipated normal levels by some thirty percent, which we absorbed. 


GENERAL FIXED ASSETS é 
Like most communities in New Hampshire, the Town of Troy does not maintain 
formal accounting records for its fixed assets as required by generally 
accepted government accounting principles. While the maintenance of these 
records is not a critical issue, except, for compliance purposes, those assets 
purchased with Federal funds, maintaining an inventory of fixed assets for 
insurance and internal control purposes is important. Based on our testing, 
it did not appear that the Town had an adequate record of its fixed assets or 
that inventories were periodically taken or verified for accuracy as to the 
existence, age, condition, and location of the Town's fixed assets. Without 
some routine and internal control procedures, it would be possible in such a 
system for error and irregularities to go undetected in the normal course of 
operations. Therefore, we recommend that a formal accounting of the Town's 
fixed assets be considered. 


In general, accounting for fixed assets provides information for estimating 
the amount of insurance needed, covers responsibilities of stewardship 
involved in safeguarding the assets, and allows for depreciation to be 
estimated when applicable. There are other benefits as well. For example: 


ule Fixed assets can be inventoried periodically to ensure that they are 
properly controlled. 


ae Responsibility for custody and effective use of fixed assets can be 
clearly established. 


Se Records will be readily available to substantiate the amount of grants 
used to finance expenditures for fixed assets. Furthermore, the 
determination of costs for building or equipment use is facilitated. The 
latter is important to obtain reimbursement for the use of buildings and 
equipment in Federal and State aid programs. 


4. Information is readily available both to determine insurance needs and to 
substantiate losses recoverable from insurance. 


Be Information is available for the preparation of a Statement of General 
Fixed Assets. 


Presently, all material fixed asset acquisitions are recorded as "Capital 
Outlay" expenditures in the fund making the purchase. This is acceptable 
accounting procedure. However, to fully comply with generally accepted 
accounting principles, fixed assets should also be accounted for in a separate 
self-balancing group of accounts or, when applicable, in the Enterprise Funds.

Therefore, fixed asset accounting should be considered as part of the overall 
accounting system of the Town. The National Committee on Governmental 
Auditing Statement No. 1 covering governmental accounting and financial 
reporting principles requires that all fixed assets be accounted for at cost. 
If the cost is not practicably determinable, then estimated cost should be 
used to value such assets. In addition, all capital acquisitions, including 
those acquired through Town's own development, should be reflected in the 
general fixed asset account group. 


In closing, we would like to express our appreciation to those persons whose 
cooperation and assistance during the course of our audit has helped us to 
achieve efficiencies in completing our audit.

PURPOSE AND LIMITATIONS OF REVIEW 


The purpose of our study and evaluation was to determine the nature, timing 
and extent of the auditing procedures necessary for expressing an opinion on 
the Town's financial statements. Our study and evaluation was more limited 
than would be necessary to express an opinion on the system of internal 
accounting control taken as a whole. 


The management of the Town is responsible for establishing and maintaining a 
system of internal accounting control. In fulfilling this responsibility, 
estimates and judgments by management are required to assess the expected 
benefits and related costs of control procedures. The objectives of a system 
are to provide management with reasonable, but not absolute, assurance that 
assets are safeguarded against loss from unauthorized use or disposition, and 
that transactions are executed in accordance with management's authorization 
and recorded properly to permit the preparation of financial statements in 
accordance with generally accepted accounting principles. 


Because of inherent limitations in any system of internal accounting control, 
errors or irregularities may nevertheless occur and not be detected. Also 
projection of any evaluation of the system to future periods is subject to the 
risk that procedures may become inadequate because of changes in conditions or 
that the degree of compliance with the procedures may deteriorate. 


Our study and evaluation made for the limited purpose described in the first 
paragraph would not necessarily disclose all material weaknesses in the 
system. Accordingly, we do not express an opinion on the system of internal 
accounting control of the Town taken as a whole. However, our study and 
evaluation disclosed conditions that we believe result in more than a 
relatively low risk that errors or irregularities in amounts that would be 
material in relation to the financial statements of the Town may occur and not 
be detected within a timely period. 


These conditions are described in the preceding report and were considered in 
determining the nature, timing, and extent of the audit tests to be applied in 
our examination of the December 31, 1988 financial statements. This report 

does not affect our report on these financial statements dated April 15, 1989. 


The preceding report is intended solely for the use of management and should 
not be used for any other purpose. This restriction is not intended to limit 
distribution of this report which, upon acceptance by the Members of the Board 
of Selectmen, is a matter of public record.

ENTERTAINMENT AT THE ARTS FESTIVAL 
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1989 LIBRARIAN'S REPORT GAY-KIMBALL LIBRARY 


1989 was a year of increased activity and growth for the Gay-Kimball 
Public Library. Circulation of materials increased 35.6% over the previous 
year with much of the increase in children's books. Emphasis was placed 
on getting all grade school children in Troy to be more aware of their Town 
library and its services to encourage them to get their own library cards. 
Last Spring the librarian visited grades 4,5,6 at the elementary school to 
talk about new books and to invite students to parties at the library. Re- 
sponse to those activities was very positive and led to a record number of 
children and teens signing up for the Dinosaur Days and Teen reading pro- 
grams in the summer. Over 150 young people participated for the months 
of July and August. A celebration was held to mark the end of the pro- 
gram with certificates and prizes awarded. Local businesses and towns- 
people donated prizes, food and beverages for the party. Special thanks to 
May Swenson, The Troy Market, The Village Barn and the Monadnock Bank 
for their generous support. 


Preschool story hours for 3-5 year olds were held tweice a month 
during 1989. Sheila Depew has donated much time an energy to telling 
and illustrating stories for this group. 


Troy Mills has continued its funding of the Troy Mills Business Collec- 
tion which consists of books,magazines and videos that relate to employment, 
personal finance, world finance and business. These materials are available 
to all townspeople and others statewide through the interlibrary loan system. 


Schleicher and Schuell donated a handsome oak newspaper rack to the 
library and two Polaroid cameras were received from the Polaroid Corp. 
Samuel Atherton of Michigan donated children's non-fiction books in memory 
of Jessie Goodrich Brown, a former teacher here. 


Two book sales were held on the library lawn and there was also a sale 
table at the summer Troy Arts Festival. Proceeds of the sales were used 
to purchase books, a revolving book rack and two large bean bag chairs for 
the Juvenile Room. We thank Wade Greeley and Bill Matson for their help 
in making the sales such a success. 


New Book shelves were made to fit the non-fiction side of the library. 
The increased height and adjustable shelving have added much needed shelf 
space that is flexible and attractive. All outside trim was painted and 
gutters were installed on the southeast corner by volunteer Ed Lang. 


The library is now a member of the Cheshire County Literacy Coalition 
and has a collection of materials for new adult learners. A grant was re- 
ceived by the coalition to provide materials and support staff. Our library 
has only to provide shelf space and check-out services. All adult learners 
are encouraged to make use of these new reader and GED study books. 


Troy can be proud of its library. Town support has enabled us to meet 
all standards for Associate Library in the New Hampshire State Library 
System. This designation means we are able to use the interlibrary loan 
system, receive free catalog cards and other services. We have been able 
to keep the collection up to date and appropriate to the needs of the 
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townspeople. The building is attractive and well-maintained. The Trustees 
and | invite all citizens to visit the library in 1990 and check it out!

| would like to thank the Selectmen for appointing me Chief of Police 
last March. It certainly has been a very interesting year. In 1989 we re- 
sponded to more complaints than any other year. Let's face it; with the 
economy the way it is, crime is on the increase. The addition of the radar 
unit was successful. While the number of accidents did not decrease, we 
had no serious ones in 1989. The is due in part to our efforts to slow 
traffic down. 


In 1989 we ran a child find program, making members of the depart- 
ment available four days between October and November to finger print and 
photograph children. | feel the program was a great success, however, 
there were many parents that did not bring their children down. We will 
be running the same program next year around Halloween and | want to 
urge all parents to bring their children down because, in this day and age 
when almost anything is possible, it's well worth your time to do so. 


We made alot of changes in policies last year and expect to do so 
again this year in our attempts to improve the police service to the resi- 
dents of the Town of Troy. One of the changes that | am attempting to 
make, | will need the support of the public, is that | am asking the Town 
to vote to make the position of Police Chief full time again. | feel the 
need is here. In 1989 we handled 214 investigations. These take time and 
with a part-time Police Department, some things do not get the attention 
they should. | have made every effort to keep the cost of having a full 
time chief down and feel | have done so. As full time Chief, | would be 
putting in well over 40 hours a week and ! would be available to the 
Officers and the public for any assistance needed twenty-four hours a day.

TROY EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT SERVICE 


In 1988 the Civil Defense Service in each town in New Hampshire was 
changed to the Emergency Management Service. 


The Emergency Management Service is a little different than when it was 
started as a Civil Defense unit. 


The Emergency Management Service plays a key role in emergencies in the 
towns. Wind storms, power outages, hazardous spills and town emergencies 
comes under this service, also the Director of the town Emergency Manage- 
ment Service can purchase surplus equipment at about 10 to 15% of the 
Original cost. The Emergency Management Director and assistant director 
coordinate all emergencies in the Town of Troy. 


Each town has a Director and assistant Director. The town also has six 
or eight other personnel trained in handling emergencies such as wind 
storms, hurricanes, flooding, gas spills, chemical spills, propane leaks, 
radio active material testing and electrical wires downed by storms.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


During calendar year 1989, the State of New Hampshire experienced an aver- 
age number of wildfires. The three leading causes of these wildfires were 
fires kindled without a fire permit from the Forest Fire Warden, children 
and debris burning fires that escaped control. All these causes are prevent- 
able, but only with your help. 


Please help your town and state forest fire officials with forest fire preven- 
tion. By New Hampshire State Law (RSA 224:27b), "No person, firm or 
corporation shall kindle or cause to be kindled any fire or burn or cause to 
be burned any material, except when the ground is covered with snow, 
without first obtaining a written fire permit from the Forest Fire Warden 
of the town where the burning is to be done." 


Violations of RSA 224:27 and the other burning laws of the State of New 
Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to $1,000 and/or a 
year in jail and you are also liable for paying all fire suppression costs. 


The State of New Hampshire, Division of Forests and Lands assisted many 
towns in wildland fire suppression during 1989 including several large fires 
in Allenstown, Alton, Chesterfield, Concord areas, as well as the 100 acre 
fire on Mt. Belknap in Gilford. 


If you have any questions regarding New Hampshire forest fire laws, please 
contact your local Forest Fire Warden, State Forest Ranger, or the Division 
of Forests and Lands at 271-2217.

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MONADNOCK FAMILY SERVICES 


AGENCY HISTORY 


Monadnock Family Services was organized in 1959 following a joint study 
study by the Cheshire County Community Services Council and the League of 
Women Voters (Keene and Peterborough). Originally named Monadnock Area 
Family Service, the agency was organized through a merger of the Bureau of 
Public Service and the Keene Mental Hygiene Association. The service 
operated in this form through 1966, expanding in a five year period to a 
staff of two full time social workers with psychiatric and psychological 
consulting support. 


In 1967, following a study during the previous two years, a community 
mental health clinic service was organized providing direct psychiatric and 
psychological services. This program added two psychiatric consultants, a 
clinical psychologist and one social worker to the agency staff. 


Now, in 1989, Monadnock Family Services has grown from providing 
only outpatient services in its early years to providing a much broader 
range of services in response to community needs. MFS operates out of 
five district offices: Keene, Peterborough, Winchester, Jaffrey and Walpole. 
We serve the 38 town of the Monadnock Region. Our services now include 
the following: 


Counseling Services for Adults Housing 

Adolescent and Children's Treatment Client Service Management 
Elderly Services and RSVP Partial Hospitalization 
Psychological Testing Community Support Programming 
Emergency Services Volunteer Center 


Parenting Programs 
KEENE and WALPOLE DISTRICT OFFICES 


The Keene and Walpole District Offices of Monadnock Family Services 
provides outpatient services for children and adults living in the towns of 
Keene, Alstead, Chesterfield, Fitzwilliam, Gilsum, Marlborough, Marlow, 
Nelson, Roxbury, Stoddard, Sullivan, Surry, Swanzey, Troy, Walpole and 
Westmoreland. Included among these services are individual, group, family, 
and marital psychotherapy, as well as twenty-four hour crisis intervention. 
In addition, the Keene District Office provides special services for the 
Elderly, Vietnam Veterans, Sexual Abuse victims, Sexual Offenders, and 
pregnant teenagers and adolescent parents. 


Monadnock Family Services is also continuing its alcohol and drug 
abuse prevention project in the Fall Mountain School District, Keene Junior 
High and Keene High School. This project provides consultation to teachers, 
administrators, parents and students around ways to address the problems of 
substance abuse and chemical dependency. 


The staff of the Keene and Walpole District Offices are all trained 
professionals who are committed to meeting the mental health needs of the 
communities they serve.

The faster you can call for Medical Help, the 
greater the victim's chances of survival. Early Defibrillation is needed!! 
There is a dramatic difference in the survival rate of Cardiac Arrest with 
the use of defibrillation.

The purchase price of the unit is $7,500. If you can spare only $2.00 to- 
wards the purchase price, you could save a life!!

REAPPRAISAL OF PROPERTY UPDATE 


To keep the landowners and residents of Troy up to date on the Re- 
appraisal of the Town by the assessors, we give this report. 


The reappraisals are about 90 percent complete. 


Next the State of New Hampshire assessors who are doing the reap- 
praisal will be back in Town in April to go into the houses that they could 
not enter before. 


This will be only by invitation of the home owners that want them to 
inspect the inside. 


lf you were missed by need of work schedule and want them, ''please"' 
notify the Town Clerk and an appointment will be set up. 


Some residents have received a letter to this effect. "If you did not 
get a letter anmdiwant the assessor, call." 


Next a pamphlet will be printed with the new valuations and mailed 
to each land owner of record in Troy. 


We collect property taxes semi-annually. The June Bills which are 1/2 
of the '89 valuation will be out on time. The Tax Bill for tax year 1990 
using the new values of property will have to go out some time in October. 


This has to be done so that two appraisers can come to Troy and hold a 
informal review with those that have problems, questions, etc. on their 
appraisal. 


If there are appraisals that, after the informal review, still can not 
be settled, the next step will be to appeal first to the Selectmen of Troy 
then to the Board of Tax and Land Appeal, State of NH. 


We, as Selectmen, feel that we have had good, competent assessors, 
who have preformed a professional job, with the credentials necessary to 
be a good assessor. They have worked hard and did their best to be 
accurate in the best interest of the residents of the Town of Troy.

Attorney Prigge also stated what could possibly happen if vote was 
defeated, and went back to Superior Court on 1987 & 1988 taxes and to 
the Board of Land and Tax Appeal on 1981 and 1982 taxes. 


He estimated what we would have to pay if Board and Court found 
in favor of Public Service Company of New Hampshire. Also to date, no 
other Town has won in the Board or Court. 


Peter Mattson questioned what happens to 1983 thru 1986 if the vote 
passed. 


Attorney Prigge stated that those years could not be brought up again. 


Edward Lang recognized and stated we should proceed with the settle- 
ment proposal, however, it should be paid under protest. 


Selectmen agreed it would be, by letter. 


Bruce McCulley recognized and urged the voters to vote for the 
settlement. 


George Dubina recognized and moved that we proceed with the 
voting. It was seconded by Peter Mattson. 


Selectmen Matson stated if vote was for settlement payment, the 
money would be raised by taxation and on Bank Notes over a period of 4 
or 5 years.

HOW TO DESTROY YOUR TOWN 


In closing this 1959 Report, we would like you to read a quoted article 
from the Dawson (Ga.) News and compiled by the Sedalia (Mo.) Democrat. 
An interesting observation is to figure how many of the ways apply to our 
lives or to our fellow townman. 


Don't pay taxes. Let the other fellow pay his. Vote against taxes. 
Then fuss because the streets are not kept up. 


Never attend any of the meetings called for the good of the town. If 
you do, don't have anything to say. Wait until you get outside and then 
cuss those who made the suggestions. Find fault with everything that was 
done. 


Get all the town will give you and don't give anything in return. Write 
unsigned letters to the selectmen demanding more for your tax money. 


Talk cooperation, but don't do any work for your town unless you get 
paid for it. And by all means refuse unless they make you chairman. 


Never accept an office. It's easier to criticize than to do things. Ac- 
cuse anybody who serves in an elected office of being a publicity seeker. 
(Cr a crook.) 


Don't do any more than you have to. When others willingly and un- 
selfishly give their time to make a town better, howl because that town is 
run by a clique. 


Don't back you fire department or your police department. If the fire- 
men work to bring the insurance rates down, tell everybody that is what 
they are supposed to do. Don't thank them or the police for endangering 
their lives that you might have a safer town in which to live. Demand 
special treatment; raise cain if anybody expects you to obey traffic and 
parking laws. 


Look at every proposition in a selfish way. If you are not the one who 
gets the most good out of it, vote against it. Never consider what it will 
do for the town as a whole. 


Don't do anything for the youth of the town. Criticize them as poten- 
tial delinquents. Keep your feet on them. Encourage them to move away 
when they grow up. 


If you have good town leaders, don't follow them. Take a jealous at- 
titude and talk down every thing they do. 


Don't work on any committee. Tell them, "I'm too busy." 


Don't say anything good about your town. Be the first to point up its 
short-comings. Pretend that if trouble comes your way it will be residents 
of some other town who will visit you while you are ill; bring in their de- 
partment if your home is burning; comfort you if you lose a dear one; stand 
back of you in disaster. 


And don't support your local retail stores and industries. Claim the 
prices and services in stores of other towns are better. Claim industry and 
its payroll hurts the town. But if you need a donation, ask your local 
Stores and industries for it. Expect them to back you, but don't back them. 


If these 13 steps don't ruin your town, it isn't your fault.
